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Lockheed Reaffirms 
Its Faith in Georgia 


Announcement that Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. will become sole producer of the 
Air Force C130A giant cargo plane is 
welcome news for Georgia. It vindicates 
once again the confidence expressed in 
Georgia workers when the plant was built 
during World War II. 

The newest order, said to be in the 
amount of close to $100,000,000, will 
mean a great deal to the economy of the 
state. The plant is already producing 
B47s in quantity and its over-all produc- 
tion is playing a big role in the national 
defense structure. 

When Lockheed took over the plant 
several years ago to begin producing 
B47s, officials hoped they would be able 
to take advantage of the skills learned by 
local workmen during the earlier aircraft 
production stage. This they apparently 
have been able to do. As the initial job 
continues to be expanded, there is ample 
proof that Georgians have proved their 
adaptability to training for any type of 
industrial labor. 

The aircraft plant at Marietta is Geor- 
gia’s biggest venture into the field of 
heavy industry. This move to diversify 
—to get away from dependence upon tex- 
tiles and similar industries—is proving 
that our workers are versatile and as 
capable as those to be found anywhere. 
They are also more stable and willing to 
give a full day’s work for a full day’s 
pay. 

Employment at. the plant currently is 
14.800. By the end of next year the fig- 
ure may go to 16,000. This, of course, 
does not include all the indirect employ- 
ment traceable to the plant through sup- 
pliers and expanded market opportuni- 
tiles.

The Law Makes Trouble 
For a Boy and His Dog 


The Louisiana schoolboy who auto- 
matically became a juvenile delinquent 
because he pointed a gun at a school prin- 
cipal in an effort to get his dog back, has 
been judged too harshly and too hastily. 

Nobody recommends the use of guns 
by 10-year-olds in order to achieve their 
aims, but the circumstances seem to call 
for a recommendation of mercy. 

The boy and his dog were separated 
when the dog followed the boy to school. 
The dog was impounded and sentenced 
to death and the boy went home for a 
gun. 

When police arrived they were told 
he had held the principal and another 
member of the school system at gun point 
while he begged for the life of his dog. 

“IT did it because they were going to 
kill my dog,” he said. “He is the only 
thing I own.” 

The boy is fatherless. His 
only income is a welfare check. 
is the only thing he owns. 

The love between a 10-year-old boy 
and his dog can be a deep and real thing. 
Particularly if the dog is the only thing 
the boy owns. 

The dog is in friendly hands now, and 
the boy in a detention home. Aroused 
citizens of Monroe, his home, have re- 
quested that the boy’s case be given an- 
other hearing, and the judge has agreed. 

The letter of the law should be tem- 
pered with mercy and understanding in 
this case.

St. Louis Has Favored 


A City Tax on Incomes 


The citizens of St. Louis have approved 
an amendment to the city charter permit- 
ting the city to tax incomes. 

Apparently preferring the tax to a city 
deficit they voted 132,730 for to 21,155 
against the amendment. The tax has been 
sporadically levied by grace of the Mis- 
sourl Legislature since 1948. The recent 
vote makes it permanent. 

The tax is collected at the rate of one- 
half of 1 per cent on the gross earnings of 
all those who work or live there. The 
same rate is levied on the net income of 
corporations. 

Cities, as Atlanta’s Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield often points out, are hard- 
pressed to make ends meet. Other gov- 
ernments have pre-empted the tax har- 


vests, leaving the cities only the glean-~- 


ings. 

The problem is a serious one, and 
there are no painless solutions. Basically 
it is a question of more taxes or fewer 
services, and the trend these days cer- 
tainly is. in the direction of expanded 
rather than curtailed services. 

St. Louis faced its crisis manfully 
and decided to penalize the-parts for the 
benefit of the whole.

State Patrol officers will be taking a 
second look at motorists beginning Nov. 1. 
They'll be especially watchful for the 
courteous drivers. All this is part of the 
Georgia Citizens Council’s latest contest 
to find Georgia’s most courteous driver. 

The cpntest, under the chairmanship 
of John W. Maloof, was launched in the 
face of increased traffic deaths ‘in the 
state. Maloof pointed to a recent week- 
end death toll of 17 as proof of the need 
for more safety consciousness on the part 
of motorists. 

But it’s a sad commentary, indeed, 
that the public must be stimulated to 
more courteous driving via the contest 
route.

Has U.S. Recognized 


Soviets’ Air Progress? 


The first U.S. bomber designed to fly 
faster than sound has been ordered into 
production, the Air Force has announced. 
Known as the B58, the plane is the an- 
swer to continued development of Soviet 
aviation. 

The new jet bomber is said to reflect 
a sense of urgency in the Air Force since 
the Russians last spring paraded over 
Moscow with new jet bomber types. 
Study of available data on these planes 
indicate that they are more powerful 
than any the United States has devel- 
oped. 

Secretary of the Navy Thomas said 
Tuesday that these new jet bombers have 
speeds faster than sound. If that is true, 
then the Soviet Union is ahead of us. The 
Air Force has a right to be jittery. 

The total value of contracts for planes 
and engines placed by the Air Force since 
July 1 is more than $1,200,000,000. This 
compares with only $1,700,000,000 during 
the whole of last year. 

All these facts and figures add up 
to a stepped-up program to put this 
country ahead of Russia in air power. 
Somebody seems to have realized, quite 
belatedly, that there’s only one way to do 
this and that is to build planes and to 
continue development of new and better 
types. The B17 was a good plane in its 
day. Today it is as obsolete as the covered 
wagon.

Still others said it might 


be the sulfur from the match or the fumes from lighter fluid. 


Just the other day in Washing- 
ton a famous Paris surgeon linked 
cancer in women to the well-known 
fact that women have children. 
Dr. Pierre Denoix said that his 
studies indicate that women who 
have children early in life develop 
cancer earlier than women who 
never have any children, 

And the same day out in Chi- 
cago Dr. Starry, professor of sur- 
gery at the University of Okla- 
homa, told some other surgeons 
than an increase of ulcers in wom- 
en should be blamed on cigarettes, 
coffee, cocktails, the midmorning 
coffee break and the Internal Rev- 
enue Department. 

Dr.. Starry concluded that  be- 
cause of the coffee break people 
drink more coffee than they would 
if there were no coffee break which 
would seem to be a logical con- 
clusion, Also they smoke ciga- 
rettes. And after work some peo- 
ple drink cocktails. All of these 
habits, he said, can form acids 
which can lead to ulcers. His con- 
clusions were based on 437 serious 
ulcer cases, of which 27 per cent 
were women. 

There was one bright spot in Dr. 
Starry’s remarks. He also said 
flareups in severe ulcer cases 
come in March and he blamed this 
on income tax payment deadlines. 
Clearly, here is an area in which 
the government can do something 
for the health of the people. We 
daresay elimination of the income 
tax would clear up more ulcer

cases than anything the doctors 
can do with statistics. . 
Somebody ought to remind the 
doctors that all their woeful fig- 
ures only add up to the Big Sta- 
listic anyway—the widely accept- 
ed theory that something's going 
to prove fatal to everybody soon- 
er or later, and, meanwhile, we 
could do with fewer unhappy con- 
clusions that everything people 
like to do is usually bad for them.

1. I should belong to the church 
because I ought to be better than 
I am. Henry Ward Beecher once 
said: ‘The church is not a gallery 
for the exhibition of eminent Chris- 
tians, but a school for the educa- 
tion of imperfect ones.’ 

2. I should belong to the church 
because of what I can give to it 
and do through it, as well as be- 
cause of what I may get out of it. 
The church is not a dormitory for 
sleepers; it is an institution for 
workers. It is not only a rest camp; 
it is a front line trench. 

3. I should belong to the church 
because every man should pay his 
debts and do his share toward dis- 
charging the obligation of society. 
Not only has the church been the 
bearer of the good news of per- 
sonal salvation; it has been and is 
the supreme uplifting and conserv- 
ing agency, without which ‘‘civili- 
zation would lapse into barbarism 
and press its way to perdition.”’ 

4. I should belong to the church 
because of memories — memories 
of things I can never forget, mem- 
ories of faces that will never fade, 
memories of vows that are the 
glory of youth. 

5. I should belong to the church 
because of hope—hope that lives

when promises are dead, hope that 
paves the way for progress, hope 
that visions peace and social jus- 
tice, hope for all time to come, and 
hope for eternity, the great hope 
that casts its anchor behind Jesus 
Christ.

Kremlin Is Burning 


The Midnight Oil 


WASHINGTON—You can take it for granted 
that a lot of heavy thinking is going on in the eS 
Kremlin right now. The 3 a.m. oil will be burning - 
oftener than it has for some time. 


The reason is that the Politburo 


is confronted with its own ‘‘agonizing reappraisal,’’ now that the 
West has come up with a solid alternative to EDC in the expanded 
Brussels defense pact bringing Germany into NATO. 


Moscow's objectives are evident: 
1.—To sidetrack and ultimately to 
kill the new Brussels pact. 2. — To 
bring about a neutralized Germany 
permanently unarmed. 

These ends will be more diffi- 
cult to attain than the defeat of 
E.D.C. But the Politburo has one 
advantage it did not have when 
Stalin was nearly all-powerful. 
There is in the Kremlin today, at 
the source of policy, more inde- 
pendent, objective, realistic think- 
ing than was ever prudent under 
Stalin. 

Moscow can conceivably derail 
thé Brussels pact only by a tran- 
scendently riskful policy decision 
which will shake the rafters of 
the Kremlin to have to make—the 
decision: 

To offer genuine reunification to 


Germany. 


To permit free elections through- 
out all of Germany as the basis of 
a new all-German government. 

To withdraw all Soviet troops 
from Germany and, as a conse- 
quence, ‘from Austria. 

It cannot be taken for granted 
that in return Germany would ac- 
cept permanent disarmament, per- 
manent defensive impotence, and 
a neutralization of foreign policy 
which would itself be large curtail- 
ment of its sovereignty. Or that 
France would be persuaded that 
such a ‘‘weak Germany” could be 
made to stick this time any more 
than did the one-sided disarma- 
ment of Germany through the 
Versailles Peace Tréaty of World 
War I.

But 
they have never offered the reality 
of unification — free, unfettered 
elections with freedom of assembly 
and freedom of speech, and it is 
clear that Mr. Molotov was offer- 
ing only the shadow of unification 
in his propaganda speech. 

Germany and the West have sev- 
eral times gone through the whole 
gamut of vague talk about German 
unification — the Berlin conference 
of last year being the latest. Vague 
talk from Moscow or from Mr. 
Molotov won't make a dent any 
more, 

Only a genuine, concrete, undi- 
luted Soviet proposal for real Ger- 
man unification can possibly cause 
a slow-up on the Brussels pact. 

Does the Kremlin dare make it? 

Moscow wants to kill the Brus- 
sels treaty and the inclusion of 
Germany into NATO as much as it 
did F.D.C. But this time it can't 
win with nothing.

2 Convictions 
In Slayings 


The Georgia Supreme Court 
Thursday upheld convictions of 
two men who were indicted in 
separate slaying cases. 

In a unanimous decision, the 
court affirmed the conviction of 


James Willie Morgan, charged in 
the death of an Augusta taxicab 
driver. 

Justice T. Grady Head dissent- 
ed from an otherwise unanimous 
decision which upheld the convic- 
tion of Milford Lee who was 
charged along with three other 
men with the beating and robbing 
of an elderly man in Dade 
County. 

Morgan and his brother, Leon, 
were indicted for the shooting and 
robbing of Eugene 
Bryant Dec. 20, 1953. J. W. Mor- 
gan was convicted on May 3, 1954. 


VENUE CHANGE DENIED 


Attorneys for Morgan appealed 
on the grounds that Superior 
Court Judge Grover C. Anderson 
had denied a motion for a change 
of venue. They maintained Mor- 
gan could not obtain a trial by 
impartial jurors becase of public- 
ity in newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision.

Our Washington Wire reported the other day that some 
worried businessmen are running to the Congress for help 
because of a strangér in our midst. 


Competition for many years was unfamiliar to many 
phases of business because of the war boom, and the 
foreign aid boom. There was enough business to go 
around and nearly everybody had a crack at it. 


Now it’s tougher, and people are no longer throwing 
orders over the transoms. Competition is tougher, too, as 
others go out after business. 

So the auto dealers want a law passed to stop cut 
rate sales of new cars; Ultra high frequency TV opera- 
tors want the expansion of very high frequency stations 
stopped; airlines want their subsidies untrimmed, drug- 


gists, jewelers and appliance dealers want more “Fair 
Trade” laws. 


Not that any of these good people are against “com- 
petition” as such. Competition, as they will all testify, is 
the backbone of the free enterprise system, and the life- 
line of the nation’s expanding economy. But when Com- 
petition gets tough, somehow it seems also to get unfair. 


Well, what these gentlemen really are asking— 
whether they know it or not—is that the Congress use 
the power of law to protect them against competition by 
injuring their competitors. Certainly if the Congress 
were to adopt some of the suggestions the competitors 
would be out of business.

Churchill Steps In as’ Dockmen 
Threaten All of Britain’s Ports 


LONDON, Oct. 14 @—The government stepped in tonight 
in an effort to settle a Communist-backed dock strike threat- 
ening Britain’s supply lifelines. The government action fol 
lowed a warning by union chiefs that they would spread the 
walkout to all British ports. 

*An emergency cabinet meeting called by Prime Minister 
Churchill decided against using troops in the strike now. But 
shortly after the session, Labor Minister Sir Walter Monckton 
asked employer and union representatives to meet with him 
tomorrow 


More than 40,000 dock and transport workers were out in 
walkouts which have stilled the world’s largest port and 
snarled the transport system of the world’s biggest city. 

The walkouts were mushrooming into Britain's largest 
strike since the general strike of 1926. A rightwing union

It was a house split by 
petty bickering and crossed swords. Still a third son, Connie Jr., 
was driven to a shrimp boat fleet in Florida.

It seemed only a matter of time before the ravages of mis- 
management and jealousy split the house in two. It shouldn’t be 
impossible for a city of 2,000,000 to support two major league 
baseball clubs. The Macks made it impossible, though. 


Once the Phillies were the laughing stock of the majors 
and the Athletics were kings. The Phillies played in a squalid 
heap of junk known as Baker Bowl. Once a slugger drove a 
ball against a facade in right field with such force that the 
ornamental piece came falling down. The Phillies existed by 
developing stars and selling them to the highest bidder. 


When Bob Carpenter and his DuPont money moved in, this 
was the first toll of the bell for the Athletics. While the Macks 
scrapped bitterly among themselves for the control gradually slip- 
ping from the head of the tribe, the Phillies made progress. They 
won a pennant. The “just one more’’ that Mr. Mack had been 
chasing since 1931 never came off. They were fooling themselves 
if they ever thought it would, for the A’s were dealing mostly in 
shopworn and retreaded athletes. 

No other man will ever manage a major league team 50 
years. Connie Mack did. Only two managers even won eight 
major league pennants. Connie Mack was one, Joe McCarthy 
the other. 


At the height of his bright years, stars were born every sea- 
gon under Connie Mack.

There was a sharpness in the man that has been lost in the 
haze of the rushing years. Several years ago, as the A’s played 
Cleveland, an Indian outfielder named Oris ‘Hockett attempted to 
return to third base, only to find it had been occupied by his man- 
ager, Lou Boudreau. Surrendering to his captors, Hockett 
shrugged his shoulders and headed out toward left field, thinking 
the side was retired. 

Hal Wagner, the A’s catcher, tagged Boudreau then ran 
down Hockett in left field and tagged him, whereupon the A’s 
raised a beef for the double play. They were losing until Mr. 
Mack, waving that famous scorecard of his, beckoned Umpire 
Joe Rue toward the dugout. 

“Don’t you think, Mr. Grieve,” he said, ‘‘that the play went 
this way? When Hockett ran back past third that put Boudreau 
ahead of him, so Boudreau is out for passing a base runner. 
Hockett was tagged out in left field, of course, so that makes it 
a double play.” 

Mr. Rue agreed with that diagnosis, never calling Mr. Mack's 
attention to the fact that he wasn’t Bill Grieve. The name wasn't 
important. His keenness for baseball was. Names never did stick 
tod well in Mr. Mack’s memory, anyway, This did not indicate 
his degree of interest in the men who played for him, however.

The way beef should be cooked 
generally depends on the cut and 
quality of the meat, but one safe 
rule to follow is to use low heat 
and cook just long enough to suit 
family tastes. Low heat tends to 
cook the meat evenly and mini- 
mize shrinkage. 

With retail supplies of beef 
plentiful, as a result of heavy 
cattle marketing, southern house- 
wives undoubtedly will be buying 
beef rather often this fall for 
their main meat dishes. In fact, 
beef tops the U.S: Department of 
Agriculture’s list of plentiful 
foods for October.

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USDA home economists point 
out, On the other hand, the less 
tender cuts require longer cook- 
ing with added moisture and a 
cover, as in braising and stewing 
or under pressure. 


In broiling tender cuts of beef 
under direct heat, the tempera- 
ture can be adjusted by heat of 
the oven and the distance be- 
tween the meat and heat. For 
pan broiling, a heavy skillet is 
used, and the fat poured off as 
it accumulates. Salt should be 
added after browning because it 
draws out juices. Thick cuts 
should be oven or pan-broiled; 
thin cuts, pan-fried in a small 
amount of fat. Ground beef pat- 
ties may be either broiled or pan- 
fried. 

For oven roasting, the meat is 
cooked uncovered without water 
added at about 325 degrees Fah- 
renheit, with the fat side up so 


it will be self-basting. Coating 
with flour is not necessary. It 
does not matter whether the 


roast is seasoned before or after 
cooking because the exposed 
meat surface is small and sea- 
sonings do not penetrate far into 
the roast. 

In cooking less tender cuts, the 
quantity of added liquid should 


be held to a minimum to pre- 
serve good texture and flavor, 
as well as for tenderness. With 
less liquid, more of the nutrients 
stay in the meat instead of dis- 
solving into the drip. 

Braising consists of browning 
the meat in fat, then cooking it 
in a covered pan, with or with- 
out added liquid, on top of the 
stove or in the oven. The meat 
is cooked slowly to the well-done 
stage. Large, thick slices of 
meat, preferably 3 to 4 pounds 
in weight, from the chuck, round, 
rump, or ribs prepared by this 
method are called pot roasts. 

Swiss steak is made by brais- 
ing a cut about an inch thick, 
usually from the round, rump, or 
chuck. Sometimes, the flank and 
lower grade sirloin are used. The 
meat is seasoned, and flour 
pounded into both sides. It is then 
browned to develop the flavor
